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Marble l'ouad In New Jersey. 

George W. King, son-in-law of the late 
8. 8. Kimball, whoee residence was on 
Franklin Street, corner Harrison, and 
who owns a large trart of property to 
Sussex County, about three miles from 
Stanhope, made an Important discovery 
ou his ground on Monday, that will yield 
him a fortune and at the same time open 
up a new industry in New Jersey. 

About a year ago Mr. King was pros¬ 
pecting for zinc and found a trace of 
marble. He thought little of it at the 
time, but one day last week, while 
making an excavation, he discovered a 
solid ledge of the same stone, and he 
believed that it was solid marble. He 
procured the service of a mineralogist, 
who examined the ground and discover¬ 
ed a ledge of marble resembling the 
Knoxville marble, over 300 feet long and 
;>0 feet in width. He took specimens of 
the marble to expert stone-workers, who 
pronounced It to be valuable. The stone 
is very hard and is susceptible of a high 
putidi. It is dark In color, is very pretti 
|y mottled, and Is^of a kind greatly in 
demand for wainscoting, fancy table 
tops and monuments. The ledge Is on 
a line with the Franklin and Passaic 
zinc deposits, and although the ledge Is 
free from Iron or zinc ore, the mineralo¬ 
gist predicted that rich deposits of white 
limestone and zinc will be found under 
the ledges of marble. 

This is the first de}>osit of marble ever 
found In New Jersey, with the exception 
of a few traces discovered on Bchooley’s 
Mountain some years ago. The ledge is 
aUrnt a mile and a half from Lake Ho 
patcong and within a stone s throw of 
the proposed usw Lake Hopatcong Rail- 
road, which will run from 8usquebanna 
to High Bridge. 

Mr.* King proposes to form a stock 
company, and will begin to work the 
ledge and take out the stone as soon an 
the necessary arrangements can be per¬ 
fected, The find is estimated to be 
worth about $100,000.
